thousand people. 
For Mr. T iffany 
as a private citizen we have a high re- 
speet, and we shall not imitate his 
paper by meddling with his private 
business, bu th is official record is pub­ 
lic property and as the organ, it 
seems, has gone into the antecedent 
business, we feel called upon to do a 
little in the antecedent line also. 


T h u W a t e r . Company’s organ has a 
good deal to say about Mr. B e a u d r y 
when lie was President of th at cor­ 
poration, hut- as usual hides facts and 
presents mis-statements.

O uu evening cotemporary has found 
a man, or rather has seen a letter 
from an intelligent gentlem an, who, 
after visiting this city, concludes that 
on account of oUr impdrfcct sanitary 
system lie cannot locate here. 
The 
h'.rpress is just now atllicted with a 
m ania for publishing items, no m atter 
whether true or false, th a t will tend 
to prejudice the non-resident against 
I,os Angeles, and we feel compelled to 
counteract its inllucnce in that direc­ 
tion by the publication of such facts 
as entiie to our knowledge.

Damage to Private Property. 


It will lie seen by the proceedings 
of the Council at the meeting of th a t 
body on Thursday that efforts were 
made to give tlio W ater Company pos­ 
session of a large area of land on the 
sue m it of Fort Hill to be used lor 
reservoir purposes. W e do not believe 
that the people of this city are in favor 
of giving tiie W ater Company posses­ 
sion of th at property, nor do we be­ 
lieve th at the Council holds power to 
close up public streets lor tiie benefit 
of private corporations. 
B ut for the 
present we shall say nothing on the 
subject of w hat seems to he a dispo­ 
sition on the part of the W ater Com­ 
pany to obtain possession of a large 
area of valuable land owned by the 
city as well as th a t of closing streets 
against the expressed wish of citizens 
most directly interested. W e will,how­ 
ever, exam ine the effect of a reser­ 
voir on Fort H ill on property in that 
locality. 
On the slope of Fort Hill 
immediately below the proposed loca­ 
tion of the reservoir are already a large 
number of dwellings and others in 
course;of construction. 
If no obstruc­ 
tions are thrown in the way the entire 
slope will soon he covered with beau­ 
tiful homes. But if a reservoir is lo­ 
cated on the hill no more dwellings 
will he erected in the vicinity and 
those now there will he seriously dam ­ 
aged. 
1 lie eipuge from the largo body 
of water above will keep the hillside 
below so dam p and wet as to render it 
unfit for dwelling sites. 
But another

Peo­ 
ple beloW will live ill .cfi«*tátit dread 
of being htirled into eternity with the 
same rapidity and by the same cause 
as the victims of the Massachusel ts res­ 
ervoir disaster a short time ago. 
A 
reservoir on Fort Hill will endanger 
all the property from the sum m it of 
the hill to 
Main 
street 
between 
Turner street and t he Catholic Church. 
And, for the damage thus sustained 
the owners of the property may sue 
and recover from tiie city. These facts 
should he well 
considered 
by the 
Council before taking decisive action 
on the petition of the W ater Com­ 
pany. 


Democracy and the Chicago “ Times." 


S a i n t P a m ., in his account of his 
missionary Visit to Athens, gives its 
to understand that it was a wonderful 
city, and filled with an active, intelli­ 
gent, though visionary people, “ who 
seemeth to have nothing else to do 
but run about from place to place and 
tell or hear something new.” 
W ere 
S a i n t P a u l now living and on a visit 
to Chicago, he would probably give 
pretty much the same account of that 
modern wonder of the (Treat Lakes. 
These reflections are suggested by 
reading an elaborate article in the 
Chicago Times, in which the writer 
gets things terribly mixed and, in our 
judgm ent, proves but 
one thing— 
namely, th at he knows very little 
about the subject of which he so flip­ 
pantly writes. The gist of the whole 
article is a broad denunciation of the 
Democratic form of Government, as 
uusuited to an advanced state of civil­ 
ization, and cites the failure of the 
ancient Republic of Greece as proof 
of his position. 
Had tiie writer re­ 
flected a m om ent lie would have dis­ 
covered a vast difference between the 
political formation of the petty re­ 
publics of Greece and the one under 
which we live. They were temporary 
expedients, scarcely rising above th e 
dignity of our prim ary elections— 
plausible to tlie superficial 
under­ 
standing, but wholly impracticable in 
their workings—splendid political edi­ 
fices, 
without 
foundation 
or 
the 
keystone of strength, and generally 
tumbled before they were wholly com­ 
pleted. Whereas, our Republic was 
founded on the Magna Cliarta enun­ 
ciated in tlie Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence and subsequently reduced to 
form and rendered practical and com­ 
prehensive in its workings by the 
Constitution of the United States; in 
which and by which,we, as States and 
individuals, surrender certain of our 
National rights for the benefit of the 
whole—thus erecting a grand Repub­ 
lic, whose base is Democracy and 
whose strength and keystone is the 
Constitution. 
W e agree w ith 
the 
Times that the term s “ Democrat” and 
“ Republican,” as applied to parties, 
are generally w ithout significance or 
meaning, hut not in all cases. 
At the 
dose of the Revolutionary war, opin­ 
ions were variant as to the particular 
form of government which would he 
best adapted to our then condition— 
finally term inating in three distinct 
parties—the Democratic, the Federal 
and the Tory, the latter small in num ­ 
bers, but powerful in 
talent and 
w ealth—who opposed an entire sepa­ 
ration from 
the 
m other country. 
These parties were 
marshalled by 
powerful leaders and the struggle for 
the ascendency which ensued was 
long ami determined, but conducted 
with an ability and decency commen­ 
surate with the great stake at hazard, 
and in most favorable contrast with 
the political contests of tiie present 
day. 
Victory, however, finally perch­ 
ed upon the Democratic standard, of 
which the great J e f f e r s o n was the 
bearer, and a Democratic, form of 
Government was adopted unanimous­ 
ly and finally proclaimed through our 
Constitution. On th at day the whole 
nation became Democrats and the is­ 
sues which the struggle engendered 
passed away and party names became 
comparatively extinct. In 1812, how­ 
ever, war being proclaimed against 
Great Britain, 
a 
convention 
was 
called by some of the Eastern States 
to meet at Hartford—its objects were 
unknown to the public and studiously 
kept secret; and it being from the 
quarter whence came the most power­ 
ful opposition to the established form 
of Government, naturally roused the 
fears of the old Democratic leaders, 
who placed themselves on the alert, 
resurrected the old political slogan 
and frightened the Convention into 
silence as to its actual aims. Again, 
in 1824, when the people failed to 
elect a President and the choice fell 
upon Congress and Mr. A d a m s was 
elected, though he had received but a 
plurality of votes before the people, 
the old Democratic element was again 
aiarm ed and the election was de­ 
nounced as an infringement upon the 
fundamental principles of our Govern­ 
m ent and the tocsin was again sound­ 
ed and reverberated through the land 
until the supposed wrong had been 
redressed by the trium phant election 
of J a c k s o n , who, at the previous elec­ 
tion, had gone before Congress witli 
the largest number of electoral votes. 
And again, during the present year, 
and for some time previous, the people 
began to lose confidence in our present 
rulers—have seen Caesarism cropping 
out in m any of their political move­ 
m ents and have heard the third terra 
question gravely 
discussed. 
These 
things have again alarmed the people 
as innovations upon the fundamental 
principles of Democratic government, 
and again we hear the_old Democratic 
slogan resounding through the lund, 
and the result of the recent elections 
sufficiently attest th a t the people are 
not disposed to perm it our present 
form of Government to be trifled with. 


Tn all these instances the term “ De­ 
mocracy” 
had 
a significance and 
meaning far above mere parly distinc­ 
tion on ordinary occasions and em ­ 
braced the very backbone of the coun­ 
try. Trin*, through the influence of 
demagogues, these political organiza­ 
tions sometimes outlived their useful­ 
ness and the country kept in turmoil 
on issues that had nothing to do with 
our national organization as a Demo­ 
cratic Republic; but arc other forms 
of government entirely free from this 
evil? W e all remember (ho long and 
fierce political w ar waged by those 
two grand old parties known as the 
Democratic and W hig. The former 
had the advantage in name, for among 
the masses it carried with it the pres­ 
tige of former success. 
But there be­ 
ing no issues as to the form of our 
Governm ent it was no more entitled 
to it than their opponents, the Whigs, 
who were equally loyal. Their differ­ 
ence in opinion was confined to ques­ 
tions of National and State policy, and 
the thorough m anner in which they 
were discussed resulted in much bene­ 
fit to the country by evolving the 
truth on all important subjects; and it 
m ay be sot down asan enduring truth 
th at no government, and particularly 
a Republic,will long survive tiie death 
of pel it leal parties. 
But what form of 
government does th e Times w ant—a 
Constitutional m onarchy or an abso­ 
lute Imperialism? into which does ho 
seel? repose from contending political 
factions? 
Let him search history be­ 
fore 
he 
decides — particularly 
the 
French history of her revolutions and 
barricades. The Republic of Rom e 
went down beneath the w eight of her 
effeminate vices and decaying m an ­ 
hood, and from the same causes she 
went down under the Im perial Cje- 


s a r s ; and if ever this Republic goes 
down it will be from tiie same causes 
and not from a free expression of sen­ 
tim ent am ong the people. 
The Times 
m ay rail to its heart's content about 
“ the most numerous mob of ruffians 
having the right to m ake laws for the 
whole political body.” 
It only dis­ 
closes the standpoint from which he 
surveys tire political situation. W ith 
one eye upon the demoralization and 
rascality in high places and the other 
upon the denizens of the Barbary 
Coasts of Chicago, wo adm it there is 
litlle to inspire hope for the future. 
But he should extend the field of vis­ 
ion and take in the great backbone of 
the country—tho honest and patriotic 
of his own city, for there were a few 
such even in Sodom, and the great 
rural districts of the country who will 
forever be its hope and stay. 
But are 
we not treating this intem perate arti­ 
cle of t iie Times w ith too m uch grav­ 
ity? May it not be possible th at the 
editor is laboring under a severe attack 
of a m alady which is generally be­ 
lieved to be the sequence of disap­ 
pointed love or political aspirations, 
known by the classic nam e of “ fan- 
tods,” and, in this case, superinduced 
and aggravated by the result of the 
recent elections throughout tiie coun­ 
try. 
THE MAYORALTY— No. 2. 


Another index to w hat m ay Ire ex­ 
pected of this candidate for the Mayor­ 
alty,if he should succeed in his aspira­ 
tions, is to he found in this Grand Jury 
report, a paragraph of which reads: 
“ At tiie request of the W ater Com­ 
pany we visited the distributing reser­ 
voir and found it well aud efiectually 
guarded against any inflowing im puri­ 
ties from the surrounding grounds, and 
tiie quality of water good, being clear 
and apparently free from im purities.” 
Is the W ater Company, its reservoir, 
its canal,its pipes or its water, a public 
or county institution, th at the Grand 
Jury should have visited them or that 
the Foreman should have incorporated 
into their final re p o rta certificate of 
good conduct on t he part of the owners 
thereof? 
Where in the Statutes of 
California did they find it made the 
duty of the Grand Jury to visit the 
works or the establishments of private 
corporations and report upon their 
good management? And if such was 
their duty, why did they neglect to 
visit the gas, the ice, (die soda and beer 
works, the wine-makers’ and liquor 
distillers’ establishments, the woolen 
mills aud other manufactories, and 
give the proprietors of each of these 
establishments a certificate, or at least 
make honorable mention of them. 
There are two inferences that m ight 
be drawn from this extra official and 
anomalous proceeding of the Grand 
Jury. 
One is that the Foreman is the 
servant of tiie W ater Company, and 
the other that ho prevailed upon his 
fellow-jurros to lend themselves to his 
purpose in making, as Foreman of the 
Grand Jury, a bid for the votes and 
influence of the W ater Company to 
elevate himself to the Mayoralty. 
In 
either case, is it a good omen to tiie 
people of this city if he succeeds in 
liis aspirations to become Mayor? 
The interests of the W ater Com­ 
pany appear to have occupied a more 
prominent place in the mind of the 
Foreman than the laws of the State or 
the morality and public decency of 
this community. 
In the report the 
whitewashing of thin W ater Company, 
to which liis attention had not been 
called, takes precedence of the consid­ 
eration of the subject of houses of ill- 
fame and the disturbance caused by 
them, to which his attention had been 
called. 
If this report may be taken as a 
platform or a declaration of the prin­ 
ciples upon which the Foreman will 
stand and endeavor to carry into ef­ 
fect when he becomes Mayor, that 
portion of the people of this city who 
do not desire to see their substance dis­ 
solved and dissipated by the water of 
the W ater Company, nor their chil­ 
dren nor Lire youth of tills place 
brought into unavoidable contact w ith 
bawds, will do well to consider tho 
m atter carefully before it shall be too 
late to prevent its occurrence. 
From this extra official proceeding 
in the m atter of the W ater Company 
and the mildness of the action op the 
subject of houses of Ul-fame by the 
•lie Foreman of the Grand Jury, it 
would not he a forced or unw arranta­ 
ble conclusion drawn from that report 
to construe it as a bid by the Foreman 
for the votes of the W ater Company 
and the influence of prostitutes to 
elevate himself to the Chief Magis­ 
tracy of Los Angeles citv. 
P rudence. 


The Way Parson Brownlow Did the Business.

In early times Parson Brownlow, dur­ 
ing one of their local elections in Ten­ 
nessee, was annoyed in a sim ilar way 
by a similar political opponent, to 
whom he never deigned a reply.

Teachers' Institute. 
[ n r r i r PA Y .j 
F k i d a y , N ov. 13tli. 
The Institute opened al 9 a. m. with 
prayer, singing and roll-call, a* usual. 
Miss Hamilton lead a portion of the 
criticisms on the previous day’s pro­ 
ceedings, and the report was accepted, 
after some discussion. 
Immediately after lliis Mr, Saxon 
read his portion of the criticisms, 
which was slightly sarcastic and more 
than slightly witty. 
On motion of Dr. Lucky, honorary 
members were declared exempt from 
criticism, hut his motion was carried 
only after a sharp war of words. 
Among the questions in the query- 
box was a “catch” algebraic problem, 
in the solution of which H r. Guilin 
showed thepropoiindcr to be a zero 
quantity. The report on questions 
was presell led and accepted. 
Mr. S. I>. Smilii read an original 
poem en titled “A Dream of America 
in I960.” 11 was well written, but tlie 
ideas were somewhat trite. Mr. Smith 
is evidently an advocate ot woman 
suffrage, so wc recommend him to our 
stmug-minded sisters. 
After recess and music, Mr. Hender­ 
son, of Wilmington, spoke quito en­ 
tertainingly upon geography as taught 
with globes. Latitude, longitude, etc., 
were explained in connection with the 
subject with much clearness. 
Air. Beck read a note from Mr. 
Hawley, of the Star, presenting to 
eftcli of the. teachers a copy of his poem 
Of welcome. A vote of thanks was 
unanimously accorded. 
Prof. Carr now commenced his lec­ 
ture, which was, as ho remarked, 
“more like a story than a lecture,” 
being a rcsurrtf of the life and achieve­ 
ments of Sarmiento, President of the 
Argentine Republic. The lecturer re­ 
counted the early applicat ion to study 
of the “schoolmaster President,” his 
subsequent'successes and failures and 
earnest endeavors to promote the cause 
of education. 
Mr. Saxe reported the hon-oompii- 
ance ef teachers to furnish a weekly 
column of educational matter for the 
11 Kit a i.i), as agreed upon last year. 
After some discussion, the existing 
committee was discharged, and an­ 
other appointed, consisting of Dr. 
Lucky, J. M. Guinn and W. H. H en­ 
derson. 
Miss Bengoiigh and Miss Maggie 
Hamilton were afterward added, by 
request of Dr. Lucky, and ¡Superin­ 
tendent Peck was made, an ex officio 
member. 
The afternoon session began soon 
after 1 i\ m., and Dr. Dticy stated that 
the Ktprenn had tendered a certain 
amount of space for educational com­ 
munications. 
The Institute next proceeded to (he 
consideration tif resolutions. The fol­ 
lowing were adopted, generally after 
much much sharp discussion, and sev­ 
eral rejections: 
IIcmIvkI, That the Superintendent 
of Schools and the committee of five 
appointed to assist him in socuriugthe 
co-operation pf teachers in arranging 
work for the next Annual institute, 
he requested to prepare a programme 
of topics (u lie discussed and work to 
lie done, and have it published in Hie 
papers of the county before the con­ 
vening of the 1 nstitilte, 
I’ruo/vril, That the Directors of the 
Southern District Agricultural Asso­ 
ciation he requested to refer to Hie 
committee appointed to co-operate 
with tlie County Superintendent, the 
distribution of the appropriation made 
by them for the encouragement of the 
pupils in the public schools. 
Hemifvetl, That the Superintendent 
of Schools he requested to give notice 
to the dillerciil members of the Insti­ 
tute of the work assigned to them at 
least three months before Hie con­ 
vening of that body. 
Ilcsolveti, That we believe the State 
Board of Education should require 
the publishers of Monteith’s Geogra­ 
phies to furnish, in the Pacific Coast 
Editions, maps equal in execution to 
those in the highest book of that or 
any other series; and that with an 
agreement on the part of the publish­ 
ers to furnish such maps, we favor the 
re-adoption of the scries. 
/tesolvcil, That tiie use of monthly 
reports, by which the standing of pu­ 
pils in the higher classes may he 
shown, will be advantageous to the 
schools. 
That such reports will excite and 
continue tin1 interest of parents and 
bring them nearer to the teachers. 
Thai a committee of throe be ap­ 
pointed to prepare a plan of monthly 
reports that may he best suited to our 
schools. 
Hi not ral, That the Instituto is not 
resposilde for the views expressed by 
their lecturers, if the same be not 
members of the 1 lislitute. 
Other resolutions were adopted, ten­ 
dering thanks to tlie I. O. G. T* for the 
invitation-to their pleasant social; to 
the trustees and members of the Con­ 
gregational Church for the use of hall 
and organ, and to tlie press of the city 
for not ices. 
After the passage of these resolu­ 
tions, tlie Institute took it final ad­ 
journment. until the next regular con­ 
vention.

Country Journalism. 


Divdc the Large Ranches. 
A short time ago some San Francis­ 
co gentlemen purchased the Lompoc 
Rancho in Santa Barbara county, at 
tlie price, we believe, of $10 per acre. 
They recently subdivided it into 
farms of from forty to one hundred 
and sixty acres euoh, and on Monday 
last Commenced selling these farms at 
auction. Tlie success of their experi­ 
ment may he judged from the fact 
that on the first day of the sale nearly 
six thousand acres were sold at prices 
varying from $25 to $90 per acre. 
It 
is only about one year since Hie San 
Fernando Ranch was purchased and 
subdivided, and tlie owner has already 
sold about one-tenth of the land for a 
sum sufficient to pay for his entire 
purchase. 
Now, we have in the vicinity of 
Dos Angeles several large Ranchos far 
better adapted both in soil and cli­ 
mate for farming and fruit growing 
purposes than the Latupoo; and If the 
owners Jof these large tracts would 
follow the example of the owners of 
the Lompoc, they would not only re­ 
alize handsome fortunes from the sale 
of their lands but would add greatly 
to the population and progress of our 
county. There is a great demand for 
farming lands, and it. is a fact already 
thoroughly demonstrated that small 
farms well cultivated arc much more 
profitable than large tracts which, at 
best are worked to a disadvantage and 
moro frequently not half worked. 
Let the owner» of large ranches in 
Los Angele» county nolo these facts, 
and. by acting upon them, put money 
in their pockets and at the same time, 
increase the population and prosperi­ 
ty of the section.
